Hardly had he gone into the hands 
of receivers, listing a.ssets of 70 mil­ 
lion dollars and liabilities of 22 mil­ 
lion dollars, than his associates began 
to fail.

E’S an only child, but we 
hav en’t spoiled him. We are 
at a loss to understand his 
behav ior." 
When a father and mother say that 
they hav e not spoiled a child they 
usually mean that they hav e tried to 
discipline him in the usual way . They 
hav e tried to make him obedient and 
considerate and the sort of child that 
people approv e. They hav e done all 
they , as fond and intelligent parents, 
could do, to bring up their child suc­ 
cessfully . 
Then something happens 
that shows them another side to the 
child they thought they knew through 
and through. 
"When he went to school he was 
as good a child as y ou could want. 
After he had been going for about 
two weeks complaints began coming 
home. 
He scratched one child, he 
punched another, he pushed a little 
girl ov er for no reason. There was 
no reason for any of the things he 
did. 
He kept looking at the children 
in the room instead of at his teacher. 
Of course he didn’t know what she 
w an ted him to do an d nev er did It. 
T hin gs hav e gon e from bad to worse 
until now his teacher say s he is not 
going to be promoted and that unless 
he does better she will send him to 
the class for backward children. He 
isn’t a backward child. But how can 
we prov e it when he behav es like 
one? ” 
That is a good picture of an only 
child and what sometimes happens 
to him, and to her, unless parents 
and relativ es are wiser than usual. 
Grown people cannot train children 
without the help of other children. 
They can bring them up nicely , but 
children are not nice. They are crude 
creatures, men and women in the 


i making. No more like the finished 
product than a polly wog is like a 
toad. In order to grow normally they 
must hav e close, intimate association 
with children of their own age. 
C h ildren A re E du c a tors. 
A child learns faster from another 
child than he can learn from an 
adult no matter how willing and 
earnest the adult may be. In fact, 
earnest adults often get in the way 
of a child’s normal growth. 
They 
want to take short cuts to maturity , 
especially maturity of character. It 
takes twenty -one y ears to rear a child 
into the first stages of maturity and 
the long term of y ears that oome 
after that to rear him to a stage of 
manhood and womanhood where he 
can behav e like a human being. 
There are no short cuts to growth. 
The road is long, messy , unev en and 
rough. 
Children trav el better with 
their hands In each other’s grasp, 
Grandmother and grandfather, fa­ 
ther and mother, aunt and uncle, are 
good to hav e; but the little one nex t 
door, the twins down the block, the 
trio across the riv er are the liv ing 
forces that stimulate healthy growth 
in childhood. 
Edges are worn off, 
sensitiv e spots rubbed hard. Ex peri­ 
ence sharpens intelligence, group in­ 
terest widens mental and phy sical 
horizons. Children must know other 
children if they are to be successful 
children. 
The child who scratches, bites, 
kicks, spite, tears, and does other un­ 
social things to other children plainly 
tells us that he has not had the ex ­ 
periences with other children that he 
needed to teach him how to liv e 
with them. He doesn’t know what 
children mean. 
He’s ex perimenting 
on them to find out what they are 
and what he can do with them J ust 
as he ex perimented with a clothes­ 
pin when y ou gav e him the first one. 
Spoiling is not the grav e danger that 


threatens the only child. Isolation is 
the factor to be dreaded.

Teach Health Not Disease. 
A healthy child should not know he 
has such things as stomach, liv er and 
nerv es. The v ery names of diseases 
should be unknown to him. H is con­ 
cern ought to be with activ ity , and 
more activ ity . It is our concern to 
feed him, bathe him, clothe him and 
care for him adequately so that he 
need giv e no thought to the wron g 
fide of the matter. 
He eats and 
sleeps and plays as a matter of rou­ 
tine. The less said about It the bet­ 
ter. 
For the ailing child one m ust pro­ 
v ide the necessary diet, the essen tial 
routine. But there is no need of im­ 
pressing the illness upon his mind. 
Accent the h ealth side. 
Encourage 
him to think of the time ahead when 
he can go his way free of restricting 
dietary laws, free of concern about 
his body sav e to respect and care for 
it as all healthy people do. 
Fear encourages illness. It Is better 
to teach children to take such ups 
and downs as come to them with 
philosophical 
attitudes, 
to 
adjust 
themselv es to conditions, while they 
all the time, hold health in their 
minds. Health must be uppermost.

It has lon g been evid en t that the usefuln ess 
W Tom Boyd as treasurer of Kan sas was 
fen d ed . Without regard to his guilt or in n o- 
fcen ce of the legal charges pen d in g again st 
tlim, the complete d emoralization of his office 
tevealed in the in vestigation of the Fin n ey 
« can d al had caused such a loss of public con ­ 
fid en ce as to make his retiremen t imperative. 
Boyd ’s attitud e throughout the in quiry in to 
the bon d forgeries had created a bad im­ 
pression from the very start. He d id his best 
to block the in vestigation in to the affairs of 
his office. 
As the situation was more fully 
d isclosed Govern or Lan d on called for his 
resign ation . His refusal d id n ot rehabilitate 
him with the public. 
Un d er in d ictmen t an d facin g possible im­ 
peachmen t charges, he fin ally has got out. 
His resign ation should facilitate the operation s 
of the state treasury an d con tribute toward 
the rehabilitation of the fin an cial cred it of 
Kan sas. 
Mean while the state may take comfort from 
the fact that n o political or person al con ­ 
sid eration s have been permitted to block the 
in vestigation which the govern or is pushin g 
with reassurin g thoroughn ess. 


A Ch a n ce fo r Fo rest Area s 
„ 
An excellen t begin n in g on fed eral forestation 
in Missouri has been mad e in the approval of 
four areas in the Ozark region comprisin g a 
total of 450,000 acres. A project of this n ature, 
with a larger acreage in volved , was an out­ 
stan d in g recommen d ation of the Missouri pub­ 
lic works committee in its report last Jun e. 
This lan d is n ot suitable to other profitable 
use, but as a forest tract it can be mad e to 
furn ish n eed ed employmen t an d to help re­ 
plen ish the state’s timber supply. 
Yet it is 
shown by Dr. Con rad H. Hammar of the Mis­ 
souri state agricultural college that the lan d 
n ow to be acquired for forest purposes is on ly 
about 3 per cen t of the total state area that 
might be so con verted in to either state or 
• n ation al reserves. 
* 
On e han d icap to fed eral acquisition is the 
limitation to 25,000 acres of the amoun t to be 
taken over in an y on e coun ty. In in stan ces, it 
1» possible to fin d con tiguous areas in ad jacen t 
coun ties an d thus obviate this state restriction . 
But it repeated ly has been emphasized that the 
legislature should lift the restriction an d thus 
facilitate meetin g of the fed eral requiremen t of 
at least 100,000 acres in an y on e forest reserve. 
An other phase of the situation is brought out 
..by Dr, Hammar. It is that tax d elin quen cies 
of a year or more apply to more than 37 per 
cen t of the lan d area in fifteen Ozark an d bor­ 
d er coun ties. It is held that this lan d has n ot 
been valuable even as a tax reven ue source an d 
that if it were taken over for d elin quen cies it 
would n ot be profitable to the state or coun ties 
un less turn ed to forestation uses. 
As the lan d can be had at n omin al cost an d 
as fed eral fun d s are n ow available for pur­ 
chase, the opportun ity for exten d ed forestation 
in Missouri is obvious. It would be an easy 
matter to remove the restriction as to acreage 
in an y sin gle coun ty, an d that is a prelimin ary 
step to further proced ure just n ow. 


Sa fety Ca lls fo r Persisten ce. 
The reappearan ce of d ouble parkin g on the 
Main street hill south of Forty-fifth street, as 
shown by a photograph in The Star yesterd ay, 
within less than two weeks after an in ten sive 
police campaign to improve traffic con d ition s 
at that poin t, merely d emon strates the futility 
of in termitten t law en forcemen t. 
Public at­ 
ten tion was called to the special hazard to pe­ 
d estrian s on that hill from reckless d rivin g 
an d illegal parkin g, as a result of the d eath of 
a woman there on September 13, after she had 
.been struck by a motor car. 
The blockin g of on e traffic lan e by an il­ 
legally parked vehicle is believed to have been 
a con tributin g factor in the Main street ac­ 
cid en t, but apparen tly the activities of the po­ 
lice for a few d ays afterward s have had little 
or n o effect upon the parkin g situation . Expe­ 
rien ce has shown that, without con stan t po­ 
lice supervision , the lesson taught by a traflic 
traged y is soon forgotten . There is, in fact, n o 
substitute for persisten t en forcemen t of the 
traffic cod e.

The Un ited 
States is a cred itor coun try n ow. It has fun d s 
d ue from abroad far in excess of its obligation s 
to the rest of the world . 
Moreover there is 
little foreign d eman d n ow for grain an d meats, 
both of which formerly were exported in large 
quan tities. The excess of imports over exports 
in the last three mon ths may be d ue to ex­ 
ception al con d ition s, but the time is n ot far 
d istan t when the excess of imports must be 
perman en t if the rest of the world is able to 
pay what it owes to the Un ited States. 
In eight mon ths en d ed with August the ex­ 
cess of merchan d ise exports over imports, in ­ 
clud in g silver, which is n ow merely an article 
of merchan d ise, was on ly 23 million d ollars, 
compared with an export balan ce of 134 mil­ 
lion d ollars in the correspon d in g period last 
year.

The first real opportun ity to d emon strate 
d iplomatic sagacity occurred some 200 miles 
below Sioux City. There, twen ty miles above 
where Omaha stan d s tod ay, the first of several 
formal powwows between the American s an d 
the In d ian s was held . The meetin g was mem­ 
orably picturesque. Captain Lewis spoke to the 
solemn assembly, tellin g them of the chan ge in 
govern men t, promisin g the In d ian s its protec­ 
tion an d “ad visin g them as to their future con ­ 
d uct.”

ers accompan y him, the ard or of the peti­ 
tion ers for med iation cooled with remarkable 
sud d en n ess. Lewis’s offer, however, preserved 
the frien d ly ton e of the con feren ce.

quen tly, with the d istribution of presen ts, that 
frien d lin ess grew appreciably stron ger. 
Seld om, d urin g the three years the exped i­ 
tion lasted , was it n ecessary to d isplay force.

After a lean win ter on the Pacific coast, the 
return journ ey presen ted even greater hard ­ 
ships than had the trip westward .

Indeed, the Germans did not ¿ all to 
Use the occasion to set forth the Nazi 
idea and its redeeming virtues. The 
occasion was more than a fete. It was 
ii frenzy, Bayreuth would have been 
willing to raise the statue of the 
leader (Hitler) on all the pedestals 
consecrated to the glory of the author 
of the Trilogy. 
In the course of his stay, Hitler lost 
no time in going to visit the home of 
Wagner and especially to Madame 
Wagner. It is well known that Hitler 
once intended to marry the widow of 
Siegfried Wagner, but that a quarrel 
having intervened, the leader gave up 
his matrimonial intentions. It is said 
that Hitler disapproved the attitude 
of Frau Wagner in regard to certain 
aingers of non-Aryan descent. 
All 
these previous events only served to 
emphasize the importance of the very 
long visit which Hitler, the chancellor, 
has J ust paid to the pretty widow of 
Siegfried Wagner.
